Hello  Harry. 

Hope  you  are  getting  a bit  of  a break  soon.  You  are  sounding  very  tired. 

Further  to  conversation  from  the  other  day,  I received  notice  that  USEPA  will  be 
directly  funding  a portion  of  my  Native  Environmental  Health  Equity  Center, 
supplementing  NIEHS.  This  is  the  second  one  I had  previously  talked  with  you  about. 
The  scope  includes  a facility  core  that  works  directly  with  tribal  staff  and  students  to 
bring  them  in  to  the  analytical  labs  to  both  help  run  their  own  samples  and  work  with 
our  faculty  in  data  analysis  and  interpretation. 

While  the  scope  obviously  didn't  include  anything  the  scale  of  the  spill  and  actually 
was  intended  to  build  capacity  PRIOR  to  emergency  response  needs,  Navajo  is  a 
partnering  tribe,  and  as  I mentioned,  one  of  the  projects  directly  included  in 
investigating  mobility  of  arsenic  in  the  Cheyenne  river  Sioux  floodplain  impacted  by 
releases  from  the  Hearst  gold  mine  in  Black  Hills.  We  have  already  done  a pilot 
investigation  with  Sioux  looking  at  plants/grasses  growing  in  sediment  and  will  be 
looking  at  fruit,  herbs  we  have  already  talked  with  community  members  about 
gathering,  etc. 
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So  this  provides  a possible  mechanism  by  which  long-term  work  could  be  supported 
by  EPA,  bring  tribe  directly  in  to  the  process,  and  provide  higher  level  analytic 
technology  skills  as  well  as  data  interpretation.  This  is  outside  budget,  but  definitely 
within  scope.  We  also  have  people  here  interested  in  the  social  response  aspects,  btw, 
which  came  up  yesterday. 

Let  me  know  if  you  think  this  is  worth  discussing.
